| KINGSTON, Ont. Oct. 18—As a 
startling aftermath to the attempted 
general jai] delivery at the Ports- 
mouth penitentiary between 150 and 
200 convicts at the penitentiary went 
on atrike on Sunday and eince then 
have absolutely refused to work.

It has been known that 
tobacco hag been smuggied into the 
prison to the men, and with thle ave- 
nues through which the tobacco came 
jto them be'ng cut off, the prisoners 
went on etrike refusing to work and 
demanding tobacco. Several of the 
men in the stone pile gang are for- 
eigners and they led in the demonstra- 
tion against working. 

Uproar Continues Despite Holiday. 

This afternoon was a hialf hol day 
at the prison and every phase of work 
in the institution was estopped. The 
uproar, however, continued and it is 
likely that stringent measures will be 
taken to put down the strike, 

Warden Ponsford has refused to 
discuss the matter. 

It is said that some of the officials 
who were suspected of trafficking in 
tobacco stopped it when startling dis- 


closures of thle attempted jail break- | 


ing was made last week, and the con- 
victs, seeing their source of tobacco 
cut off, are up in arms against this 
denial of their unlawful privilege.

Churchill Predicts Civil War if 
North and South Ireland Left 
to Settle Differences 


DUNDEE, Scotland, Oct. 19. — 
Danger of embroilment with the 
United States if the north and south 
of Ireland were left to fight out their 
own differences were predicted by 
W'ngon Spencer Churea'll, the secre- 
tary for war, in his speech here last 
night in which he referred at length 
to the Irish situation. 

Mr. Churchill, after asserting that 
such a course would lead to civil 
war, “on such an organized scale that 
‘t wou'd be d'sastrous and more ter- 
wble than could be imag'ned.” He 
declared that it would mean that in 
England sympathy would develop in 
favor of Ulster. Influential persons in 
tho United States, he sald, sympa- 
thized with the south of Ireland, re- 
from the 
United States for the south, 

That, added fae war secretary, 
would create such tens'on that Great 
Britain would be faced with the 
Sreatest danger it could be  con- 
fronted with, namely, a quarrel with 
the United States. 

“Two or three years more of what 
we are going tarough,’ he added, 
“appears better to me than that we 
should leave Ireland to herself and 
the flood-gutes of organ- 
ized war and later embroll us with 
he United Stateg’* > j 


Referring to the Irish situation in 
j tae course of a speech givén earlier 
in the day, the secretary said that
